Board  requested  that  Marty 
Kain  respond  to  this  letter,  reminding  him  that  rules  from  the  state  allows  us  to 
limit  poll  checkers. 

RE:  Letter  from  Mary  Baldassari  requesting  a  hearing  by  Board  after  being  discharged 

of  her  duties  as  Warden  by  Mr.  Kain  .  In  the  presence  of  Mr.  Kain  and  Commissioner 
Sheppard  Ms.  Baldassari  admitted  working  for  a  candidate  during  her  working  hours 
as  a  Warden  in  a  N.  End  Polling  Location.  Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  a  respons 
would  be  sent  and  that  the  decision  Marty  made  would  be  upheld  due  to  unsatisfactory 
performance  of  her  job  and  sees  no  need  for  a  hearing. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  stated  that  request  was  received  for  Voter  Registration 
and  a  demonstration  of  one  voting  machine  at  Codman  Square  on  July  21st. 

Mr.  Cawley  has  informed  the  Board  that  he  has  no  problem  with  this,  therefore, 
the  Board  is  granting  approval. 

John  Donovan,  Jr.  presented  a  request  for  a  complete  listing  of  residents  for  the 
entire  city  from  "Save  our  City."  John  Donovan,  Jr.  instructed  them  the  cost 
would  be  $400.  They  ask  if  exceptions  were  made  for  non  profit  groups? 

After  some  discussion  Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  grant  this 
request.  Seconded  and  accepted  (request  attached  ). 

Reported  OL's  went  smoothly.

Commissioner  Killilea  officially  opened  this  meeting  at  11:00  A.M. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  he  spoke  with  Jack  Donegan  (  Larkin  Movers)  and 
was  informed  by  Mr.  Donegan  that  he  would  forward  to  our  department  the  necessary 
paper  work  to  complete  the  transportation  contract.  Mr.  Cawley  spoke  up  and 
stated  that  Mr.  Donegan  had  given  him  an  envelope  which  upon  opening  the  necessary 
paper  work  to  proceed  in  the  execution  of  a  valid  contract. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  stated  the  Board  must  vote  to  award  "Rental  of  Vans  Contract". 
Stated  that  there  was  only  one  quote  submitted  from  Bob  Gallagher  of  Ryder.  This 
same  vendor  had  contract  last  year.  Award  for  1994  was  $5,856.00,  actual  spent  was 
$4,396.36.  Request  for  exact  same  service  for  1995  is  $9,648.00  (  an  increase  of 
$5,251.64  over  actual  cost  of  1994). 

Board  has  requested  time  to  review  this  situation. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  presented  letter  from  Rep.  Sal  DiMasi  regarding  the  lack  of 
handicapped  accessibility  at  the  K  of  C  a  polling  location  change  for  Ward  3,  Precinct 
4  (  previously  located  at  the  Llibrary) .  Mr.  Cawley  stated  that  we  would  like  to  stay 
in  the  Library  but  they  want  us  out.  We  plan  to  build  a  handicapped  ramp  at  the  K  of 
C  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $1,000. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  presented  a  request  from  the  Jewish  Rehab,  requesting  that 
voting  be  held  there  on  September  16,  1994. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  we  should  review  this  request.  We  are  the  ones  who 
designate  facilities  as  polling  locations  and  it  may  be  time  that  we  discontinue 
this  service  provided  at  the  Jewish  Rehab.  Social  workers  at  this  facility  now 
know  the  process  (notary  is  no  longer  required)  and  should  be  able  to  assist  voters. 

To  be  discussed  at  later  date. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  we  must  submit  several  letters: 

1) .  Library  -  explaining  the  role  of  libraries  in  regards  to  "Motor  Voter'.' 

2)  .  South  Boston  Savings  Bank  -  thanking  them  for  allowing  us  to  place  two 

(2)  machines  on  their  premises  for  demonstrations. 

3) .  J.P.  Council  -  refusing  to  grant  permission  to  hold  their  elections  in  con¬ 

junction  with  the  State  Election  on  November  8,  1994.  It  has  been  our  long 
standing  policy  to  focus  on  one  function. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  next  week  we  have  to  complete  the  VDT  process. 
Michael  Kineavy  stated  that  he  has  called  George  to  inform  him  that  he  has  to  get 
moving  on  this  project. 

Vinny  Cawley  stated  of  the  seven  (7)  polling  location  changes  we  are  awaiting 
the  written  approval  from  the  East  Boston  Yacht  Club.  We  have  received  verbal 
approval  from  this  location.  Mr.  Cawley  does  not  anticipate  any  problems  with 
the  other  changes. 

Mr.  Cawley  further  presented  sample  of  envelope  he  would  like  used  in  lieu  of 
boxes  for  Voting  Authority  Slips.  Warden  will  tape  the  envelopes  on  the  voting 
machines  and  at  the  end  of  the  night  warden  will  fill  in  Ward,  Pet.  etc.  seal 
and  place  in  leatheroids. 

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  Board  to  accept  Mr.  Cawley's  proposal. 

Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Sheppard  and  accepted. 

Stated  that  two  machines  will  go  in  the  South  Boston  Savings  Bank  as  of  August 
1st.  thru  August  30th.  for  demonstration  of  voitng  machines.  In  September  demonstra¬ 
tion  classes  will  be  held  at  the  Condon  School  and  at  St.  Briget's.

Mr.  Cawley  further  stated  that  he  has  received  clearance  from  the  Lydon 
School  for  the  next  two  elections  only.

Stated  it  was  unclear  to  him  as  to  if  we  have  to  conduct  Ward  Registration. 

Requested  directions  from  the  Board,  Commissioner  Killilea  stated  he  would 
check  and  would  get  clarification  by  the  end  of  the  day.  John  Donovan,  Jr. 
stated  the  need  to  contact  locations  and  staff  for  this  purpose  of  if  it  is 
to  take  place. 

Some  discussion  took  place  regarding-Acknowledge  of  Notice-  after  receiving  mail 
in  registration.  John  Donovan,  Jr.  stated  that  on  January  1,  1995  a  new  more 
universal  form  iwll  be  effective  so  we  will  due  away  with  all  other  forms. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  we  don't  know  how  may  registrations  we  will  have  to 
response  to  —  it  could  be  very  little,  yet  it  could  be  10,000  or  more. 

Registration  forms  are  printed  in  several  languages.  We  must  response  to  a 
form  in  the  same  language  as  it  is  received. 

John  Donovan,  Jr.  stated  that  telephone  calls  are  requesting  registration 
forms.  Some  are  requesting  up  to  300  which  will  cost  us  $5.00  or  more  for  postage. 

Board  unanimously  agreed  that  we  will  only  mail  what  will  fit  in  a  29q  envelope 
(  3  application  )  any  request  in  addition  of  3  will  have  to  be  picked  up  in  person. 

The  state  has  provided  us  with  35,000  ot  be  distributed  in  any  way  we  see  fit. 

Forms  will  be  availabe  at  Community  Centers  starting  today  and  to  be  distributed  at 
libraries  next  week.  John  Donovan,  JR.  recommends  posters  for  libraries.  It  will 
be  the  voters  responsibility  for  mailing  or  hand  delivering  registrations  to  City  Hall. 

Community  Centers  on  the  other  hand  will  have  the  ability  to  deliver  these  forms 
to  us . 

Commissioner  Sheppard  stated  that  Mary  Baldassari  was  in  to  see  him  and  requested  her 
job  back  as  Warden. 

Marty  Kain  stated  that  her  position  has  been  filled.  Board  instructed  Mr.  Kain 
to  send  her  letter  informing  her  of  so  and  that  hearing  is  not  necessary  after 
reviewing  the  facts. 

Marty  Kain  RE:  Little  Folks  Day  Care  Center 

Presented  duties  as  given  to  Police  Officer  for  Election  Days. 

Does  not  refer  to  responsibility  of  Police  Officer  as  to  Poll  Checkers  or  Poll  Workers. 

Board  recommends  that  Marty  draft  a  reconstruction  of  duties  to  include  Poll  Checkers 
and  Poll  Workers  and  present  to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting. 

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting.  Seconded  and  accepted. 

Michael  Kineavy  -  Stated  he  was  just  returning  form  the  Attorney  General 
Office,  regarding  the  1994  Listing  of  residents.  The  feeling  is  that  we  did 
a  great  job  but  are  reluctant  to  dismiss  the  court  matter.  Their  concerns  are 
about  next  year,  the  year  after  etc.  City  is  to  return  to  th  eoffice  of  the 
Attorney  General  with  proposals.

Ballots  for  the  use  of  voters  in  a  voting  precinct,  polling  place  or 
town  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  candidates  duly  nominated  for 
election  therein,  and,  except  as  provided  in  section  forty-three,  they 
shall  contain  the  name  of  no  other  person. 

To  the  name  of  each  candidate  for  a  state  office  shall  be  added  the 
name  of  the  city  or  town  where  he  resides,  with  the  name  of  the 
street  and  number,  if  any,  of  his  residence,  except  as  provided  in 
section  forty-one  A.  To  the  name  of  each  candidate  for  a  city  office 
shall  be  added  the  name  of  the  street  on  which  he  resides,  with  his 
street  number,  if  any;  and  to  the  name  of  each  candidate  for 
alderman  at  large  shall  also  be  added  the  number  of  the  ward  where 
he  resides. 

To  the  name  of  each  candidate  for  a  state  or  city  office,  except  for 
city  elections  which  are  not  preceded  by  primaries,  shall  be  added  in 
the  same  space  his  party  or  political  designation.  Failure  to  make  a 
political  designation  shall  result  in  the  term  “Unenrolled”  being  used. 
To  the  name  of  a  candidate  for  a  state  or  city  office  who  is  an  elected 
incumbent  thereof  there  shall  be  added  in  the  same  space  the  words 
“Candidate  for  Reelection”,  except  in  the  case  of  political  party 
candidates  for  the  offices  of  governor  and  lieutenant  governor.  A 
candidate  for  election  to  the  same  office  in  a  precinct,  ward  or  district 
which  contains  any  portion  of  the  territory  which  he  was  elected  to

A  portion  o-f  our  ballot  strips  were  received  on  Aug.  24,  1994. 
This  was  our  first  indication  how  the  machines  should  be 
programmed.  We  were  surprised  to  find  that  all  Shoup  ballots 
were  set  up  as  handicapped  ballots.  When  questioned,  John 
Cloonan  responded  in  a  letter  to  the  Board,  that  the  ballots  were 
printed  exactly  as  the  Boston  Election  Department  wanted. 

We  received  the  rest  of  the  ballots  on  August  31,  1994.  This 
delay  set  us  back  a  week.  We  will  now  have  three  four  man  teams 
setting  up  seven  precincts  a  day.  Excluding  Sunday  and  a  monday 
of  the  holiday  weekend,  we  will  have  to  work  five  hours  overtime 
on  week  days  and  ten  hours  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  in  order  to 
be  completed  by  September  14,  1994. 

We  start  shipping  machines  on  September  13,  1994.  It  takes  a 
week  to  complete  this.  Our  men  have  to  visit  every  location  to 
r  a i  se  mac h  i  n es  t  hat  wer  e  sh  i  p p ed  ,  deli  ver  f  ur  niture,  c:  h ec  k  all 
telephones  and  move  machines  into  place. 

Our  original  schedule  called  for  125  overtime  hours.  However , 
because  of  delays  we  now  expect  to  work  150  hours.  This  problem 
could  have  been  avoided  if  the  State  Election  Department  had 
given  us  a  copy  of  the  mock  ballots  on  schedule  and  placed  the 
candidates  in  the  same  position  on  both  Shoup  and  Automatic 
machines.  With  such  an  unusual  ballot  set  up  and  separate  strips 
for  Spanish  statements,  we  definitely  should  have  been  notified. 

I  spoke?  with  the  State  Election  Department  on  August  29,  1994 
asking  why  Senator  Kennedy  was  on  the  first  position  on  the  Shoup 
machine  but  the  second  position  on  the  Automatic.  I  also  asked 
why  Governor  Weld  is  on  the  fourth  position  on  Shoups  and  the 
sixth  position  on  Automatics.  His  response  was  that  it  was 
necessary  because  of  the  Spanish  ballots.  Obviously  this  is 
wrong.  He  also  stated  in  his  letter  of  August  24,  1994  to  the 
Board  that  the  ballots  were  printed  exactly  as  the  Boston  Board 
of  Election  Commission  wanted  them.

The  Boston  Listing  Board,  pursuant  to  its  statutory 
authority,  hereby  adopts  the  following  plan  to  create  the  1995 
list  of  residents  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

VOTED:  To  the  extent  possible,  subject  to  appropriation, 
the  Board  directs  a  diligent  inquiry  be  made  to  create  a  true 
list  containing,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  name, 
date  of  birth,  occupation,  nationality  if  not  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  residential  address,  and  mailing  address,  if 
different,  on  January  1,  1995,  of  every  person  seventeen  years 
of  age  or  older  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  accurate  listing  in 
1995  can  be  made  using  a  combination  of  mailing,  street 
canvassing,  and  multiple  listing  techniques. 

The  Board  appoints  Mr.  Abe  Hantout  as  coordinator  of  the 
1995  listing.  The  Board  authorizes  the  Chair,  in  its 
discretion,  to  appoint  such  other  coordinator  as  may  be 
required  in  the  event  Mr.  Hantout  can  no  longer  serve.  The 
Mayor  has  directed  the  following  departments  of  the  City  to 
provide  all  needed  support  and  services  to  create  the  1995 
listing:  Management  Information  Services,  the  Police 

Department,  the  Election  Department,  the  Administrative 
Services  Department  and  the  Budget  Department . 

The  Board  directs  that  a  mailing  be  prepared  and  sent  no 
later  than  January  15,  1995  to  all  registered  voters  on  the 
1994  voters  list  and  to  all  residents  of  the  City  who  will  not 
be  listed  through  the  multiple  listing  process,  all  pursuant  to 
G.L.c.51,s.4.  Other  mailings  may  be  made  as  time  and  resources 
permit  to  assist  the  completion  of  the  1995  Listing. 

Returns  and  non-returns  from  the  January  mailing  shall  be 
sorted  expeditiously.  Data  received  as  a  result  of  the  January 
mailing  shall  be  entered  as  soon  as  possible  after  it  is 
received.  The  reasons  for  all  undeliverable  mail  shall  be 
investigated  as  part  of  a  street  canvass  effort. 

The  Board  directs  that  the  listing  of  residents  in 
apartment  buildings  and  other  buildings  with  more  than  eight 
residential  units  be  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  multiple 
listing  procedures  set  forth  in  G . L . c . 51 , s . 10A.  By  the  end  of 
February  1995,  the  Election  Department  will  mail  suitable 
census  forms  to  owners,  managers,  condominium  trustees,  or 
landlords  of  such  buildings,  or  will  visit  or  contact  by 
telephone  such  owners,  managers,  trustees  and  landlords.  An 
individual  will  be  appointed  to  coordinate  the  multiple  listing 
effort,  and  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board's  appointed 
coordinator .

On  October  20, 1994,  you  received  notice  by  mail  (a  copy  of  which  is  attached)  relative 
to  the  appointment  of  Monroe  Inker,  Esq.  as  Election  Monitor  for  the  City  of  Boston.  Please 
consider  the  following  as  the  final  report  of  said  Election  Monitor. 

After  a  thorough  investigation,  including,  but  not  limited  to  interviewing  a  dozen 
witnesses,  the  Election  Monitor  concluded  that  there  existed  no  evidence  that  anything 
improper  transpired  beyond  the  technical  violation  of  procedural  election  laws.  It  was  further 
concluded  that  the  irregularities  in  the  process  did  not  change  the  election  results. 

It  is  recognized  by  this  office  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  Election  Division  of 
the  City  of  Boston  administers  the  election  process.  Your  commitment  to  the  election  process 
was  truly  demonstrated  by  the  manner  in  which  you  cooperated  with  the  Election  Monitor. 
Fortunately,  the  investigation  confirmed  the  original  election  results  were  correct  and  that  no 
impropriety  existed. 

We  will,  therefore,  be  able  to  close  our  file  on  this  matter  as  soon  as  we  receive  a  brief 
letter  from  you  providing  assurances  that  these  technical  violations  will  not  occur  at  future 
elections.

The  provisions  of 
sections  .ninety-four  to  ninety-six,  inclusive,  of  chapter  fifty-four  shall 
apply  to  such  ballots. 


51:2.  Name  of  registered  voter  changed. 

Section  2.  A  registered  voter  who  chooses  to  adopt  a  new  name 
shall  continue  to  be  registered  in  his  former  name  until  June  first  of 
the  following  year  at  which  time  the  voter  shall  be  registered  in  his 
new  name;  provided,  however,  if  such  voter  appears  in  person  prior  to 
the  close  of  registration  for  any  preliminary,  primary,  or  election  to 
notify  the  registrars  of  such  adoption  of  a  new  name,  the  registrars 
shall  correct  the  current  annual  register  so  that  such  voter  shall  be 
registered  in  his  new  name. 

If  a  voter  does  not  choose  to  adopt  a  new  name  as  a  result  of 
marriage,  the  registrars  shall  make  no  change  in  the  name  of  such 
voter  entered  in  the  current  annual  register. 
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NOTES  FROM  SECRETARY  CONNOLLY  *  S  ELECTIONS  DIVISION 
Voters  Need  Not  Re-Register  After  Name  Change 


The  Elections  Division  has  learned  that  there  is  confusion  among  some 
local  election  officials  regarding  the  consequences  of  voters'  name  changes 
(because  of  marriage  or  for  any  other  reason)  on  their  voter  registration. 
Chapter  51,  section  2  of  the  general  laws  requires  the  Board  of  Registrars 
of  Voters  to  change  the  name  of  a  registered  voter  as  of  June  1,  of  the  year 
after  the  name  change,  if  they  know  of  it.  Voters  may  inform  the  registrars 
in  writing  of  a  name  change,  or  may  make  a  notation  of  the  name  change  on 
the  street  listing  form.  They  need  not  appear  in  person  before  the 
registrars  to  re-register.  However,  if  the  person  wishes  the  name  change 
to  be  made  on  the  registration  records  before  June  1  of  the  following  year, 
he  or  she  may  appear  in  person  to  notify  the  registrars  of  the  name  change, 
and  registrars  must  then  immediately  correct  the  current  annual  register. 
Of  course,  the  registrars  can  make  no  name  change  if  a  woman  does  not  change 
her  name  after  marriage.

Also,  he  feels  that  this  location  would  be  very 
costly  to  update,  as  there  is  no  electricity,  no  toilet  facilities,  etc.  He 
says  that  there  is  a  building  in  Hyde  Park,  and  he  feels  that  this  site  could 
be  available  and  suitable  for  our  needs. 

Commissioner  Sheppard:  Asked  Vinny  if  there  was  security  at  this  location  and 
if  a  long  term  contract  was  available? 

Commissioner  Hantout:  Reported  that  he  and  Vinny  had  discussed  this  situation 
previously.  Commissioner  said  that  E.D.I.C.  was  temporary,  and  that  the  Board 
would  move  on  this  immediately. 

Vincent  Cawley:  Stated  that  he  would  have  three  (3)  Democratic  Machines  in 
every  precinct  in  West  Roxbury  for  the  Special  State  Primary,  and  that  the 
Preliminary  Ballot  would  be  on  the  same  machine.

The  fund  consits  of  the  unpaid 
salaries  of  the  Officials  who  have  left  Office.  A  recent  law  sets  aside  a  portion  of  this 
money  for  the  Cities  and  Towns.  To  be  followed  up. 

John  Cushman:  Stated  that  Ward  2,  Precinct  3  would  be  staying  the  same. 

John  Donovan,  Jr.:  Stated  that  voters  have  been  notified  in  Ward  13,  Precinct  10.  He 
feels  that  the  new  voting  list  is  a  much  cleaner  list  this  time. 

John  Cushman:  Stated  that  he  was  interested  in  the  cleaning  up  of  the  Office  and  when 
the  telephone  lines  could  be  put  into  place. 

Martin  Kain:  Stated  that  he  felt  the  single  voter’s  list  would  be  much  better  for  the 
Election  Officers.

Commissioner  Sheppard:  Motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting.  Motion  seconded  and  accepted.  He  also  asked  if  anything  had  been  done  on 
Police  Area  Assignments  for  the  Special  Election. 

Commissioner  Hantout:  Responded  no,  to  Commissioner  Sheppard’s  question  and  stated 
that  he  does  not  see  why  it  would  not  be  the  same  personnel,  who  currently  handle  the 
Wards  involved.
